The state senate, on Wednesday, passed a bill repealing the 


direct primary lav/' and substituting in its stead the old-time 
caucus and convention system. This move is likely to cause 
some disturbance throughout the state as there are many 
friends of the present primary law who believe it should be 
maintained. 


Whether there is a majority of the people who desire to. re- 


turn to the old system that has once been emphatically discred- 
ited by the voters of the state, is a question that can be deter- 
mined in only one way and that is by vote. That there was 
something radically unpopular with the caucus and convention', 
system is maintained by its defeat at the hands of the people. 


That the direct primary is not perfect is admitted by its best, of 


'friends, but it is claimed it can be changed by experience and I th 
made a much better and politically cleaner system of securing «i< 
candidates than the old system. The main objection to the 
primary system is the fact' that it necessitates two elections. 
It is further argued that the most desirable men will'not go 
around button-holing voters to support them at the primary 
election and the professional politician, who is willing to do 
this, gets all the jobs. 


There are objections to both systems, but a majority of the 


people seem to find safety in the later one provided it can be 
changed and modernized.

Today is the 25th. anniversary of the' 


Wowing up of the battleship Maine in 
Havana Harbor, an act, the responsi- 
bility for which iias never been placed, 
but one that will never be forgotten by 
the American people. 


The sinking was^due to an exploding 


mine which crushed in the bottom of 
the ship and caused two of her maga- 
zines, one containing amunition for 
her 10-inch guns, to explode". Men, 
fittings and wreckage of all sorts were 
hurled aloft and 'fragments rained 
about on the ships in the harbor, while 
in the city of Havana the shock was 
felt as If it were an earthquake. The 
loss Of life was heavy, approximately 
250 sailors being killed. 


"War with Spain was, of course, in- 


evitable, but it was undoubtedly hur- 
ried by this terrible occurrence, and 
about two months later the armed 
forces of the United States went into 
Cuba with the intention of ending the 
guerilla warfare which Cuba was 
waging with Spain and whicM was 
last wearing out the island people. 
The result is well known—Cuba was 
ireed, the Philippines and Porto Rico 
passed to the control of this country 
and the United States became a world 
power. 
Since that date, Feb. 13, 1S9S, much 


has happened. America stands un- 
challenged in her splendid strength as 
the dominant country of the world 
With our assistance the map of Europe 
has been changed. Militarism has 
been crushed, autocrasies have crum- 
bled and it is the universal belief that 
the world is destined for more glorious 
times.
